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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments regarding the 35 USC 
112 and 35 USC 101 rejections have been fully considered and were found to be persuasive. These rejections have been removed. 
Applicant argues that Burd et al. does not teachlocating a start identifier and an end identifier in the information received from the server in 
addition to a first object associated with at least one of the start identifier and the end identifier. In response, Burd et al. teaches server- 
side control objects which render HTML code that have HTML tags (start and end) (see col. 8, lines 24-50, col. 10, lines 29-31 , Fig. 2, 214, 
210, etc.). Applicant argues that Burd et al. do not disclose any processing performed at the client-side computer system. However, this 
limitation is not claimed by the Applicant. Also, when reading the file 400, HTML tags are located (first with the starting tag and then with 
the closing tag).
